This  picture  was  formerly  in  the  possession  of  Cardinal  Fesch.  It  was 
bought  from  this  collection  by  Rev.  W.  Davenport  Bromley.  On  his  death  it 
was  sold  by  his  executors  at  Christie's,  and  bought  by  the  late  William  Gold- 
smith, Esq.,  who  sold  it  to  the  late  Edwin  Lawrence. 

Waagen  in  his  'Art  Treasures  in  Great  Britain,'  says,  vol.  iii.  p.  377: 
"  Leonarda  da  Vinci. — The  Virgin,  with  very  delicate  features,  holding  the 
child  in  her  arms,  who  is  looking  upwards  with  great  animation,  and  holds  a 
violet  in  his  right  hand.  A  delicate  veil  is  about  the  body.  This  very  beautiful 
picture,  which  was  purchased  by  the  present  possessor  from  the  Fesch  gallery, 
under  the  name  of  a  Bernardino  Luini,  belongs,  I  am  quite  persuaded,  to  the 
early  part  of  Leonardo's  residence  in  Milan.  It  shows,  in  every  respect,  a 
great  affinity  with  the  picture  at  Galton  Park,  but  may  be  somewhat  earlier  in 
date.  It  has  the  same  degree  of  modelling,  a  similar  tone  of  flesh,  the  same 
kind  of  red  and  blue  in  the  draperies,  the  same  arrangement  in  the  folds,  and, 
finally,  the  same  very  careful  execution,  which  is  most  remarkable,  especially 
in  the  hair.  In  the  drawing  of  the  figure  of  the  child  the  closest  knowledge 
of  nature  is  evident.  The  chiarascuro  on  the  shadowed  side  of  the  Virgin's 
head  is  of  particular  delicacy,  and  the  blending  of  the  flesh-tones  of  great  tender- 
ness. The  beautiful  landscape  on  each  side  the  curtain  behind  the  Virgin 
shows  the  impression  which  the  Lake  of  Como,  with  the  snowy  alps,  made  on 
the  master." 

Rio,  in  his  '  Leonard  de  Vinci  et  son  Ecole,'  p.  98,  says :  "  Vient  ensuite  celle 
de  la  collection  Bromley,  un  des  plus  precieux  tre'sors  d'art  que  possede 
l'Angleterre,  d'une  de'licatesse  de  touche  et  d'un  fini  d'exe'cution  qui  ne  luissent 
rieu,  je  ne  dis  pas  a  de'sirer,  mais  meme  a  imaginer  de  plus  parfait ;  joignez  a 
cela  le  gout  exquis  dnns  les  aceessoires,  le  choix  si  judicieux  des  couleurs,  le 
ton  et  le  modele'  des  chairs,  la  perfection  du  clairobscur,  1'incroyable  finesse  de 
pineeau  dans  le  ti?su  du  voile  et  dans  celui  de  la  violette  que  l'enfant  Je'sus 
tient  dans  sa  main,  en  uu  mot  tout  ce  qui  peut  concourir  a  la  production  d'un 
veritable  chef-d'ceuv  re."
